The RNLI is an independent charity that 
saves lives at sea, providing 24-hour search and 
rescue from the 234 lifeboat stations around the 
coasts of the United Kingdom and the Republic 
of Ireland, and a seasonal lifeguard service on 
many of the beaches in Wales and England. 

Funding relies on donations and legacies, and 
costs in excess of £140 million annually to func¬ 
tion. 

During 2011, lifeboats were launched 8,905 
times, rescuing an average of 22 people every

Memories of 
the old church 
at Rhoose... 


GEM readers may 
have recently read 
that if the old 
church at Rhoose 
was still standing 
today, it would have 
been 100 years old. 

It stood on the west 
boundary of the Parish 
of Porthkerry, which 
extended to All Saints at 
Barry. 

Mr Howard Thomas 
has given us details of 
its construction, its 
material, who built it, 
and what it cost. 

It was often referred 
to as the ‘tin church’. 

Over the years, serv¬ 
ices were only held in 
the evenings, the only 
exception being the last 
Sunday in the month at 
10am, for communion. 

For the services, the 
curate, Edward Fowler, 
was driven to Rhoose 
from Barry, in a horse- 
drawn cab supplied by a 
Mr Hooper of Barry and 
the cab waited for the 
service to end and then 
drove him to Porthkerry 
for the 11 o’clock serv¬ 
ice. 

The cab then left and 
Mr Fowler, who lived in 
the Garden Suburb area 
of Barry, had to make 
his own way home 
through Porthkerry Park. 

Sunday school at 2 
o’clock was well attend¬ 
ed with Miss Elsie 
Saviours in charge and 
she was also the organist 
at Rhoose, and my three 
sisters and I were regular 
attendees. 


The seating capacity 
was about 80, the chairs 
with their ‘kneelers’ 
attached, had places for 
prayer and hymn books. 

A large Tortoise stove 
at the centre on the north 
side, supplied warmth in 
the winter with coal as 
the fuel. 

The vestry was at the 
front on the right (south) 
side, the small Estey 
organ next, then the altar 
and communion rail, the 
pulpit with its three 
steps, then a general pur¬ 
pose room on the north 
side. 

The original bell still 
exists and now hangs in 
the present church and it 
is rung before service 
begins. 

Situated a little dis¬ 
tance from the eastern 
end of the church, was 
the church hall which 
was a blessing and was a 
place for the Girl Guides 
to meet, events organ¬ 
ised by the Church 
Guild, concerts, whist 
drives etc. 

Elections for parlia¬ 
mentary candidates were 
decided there and it was 
well used until Rhoose 
School became avail¬ 
able. 

I have fond memories 
or the years that I attend¬ 
ed and of the people that 
I came to know and 
respect. Hopefully they 
will remain with me as 
long as I live.

Booze is banned in Barry! 

(but only in the ‘no-drink areas) 


A POLICE operation which is aimed at 
enforcing the no-drink area on Barry 
Island throughout the summer, has 
resulted in the seizure of a considerable 
amount of alcohol by neighbourhood 
police officers, on patrol during the 
hottest weekend of the year so far. 

Operation Weather started on Barry Island in 
April and neighbourhood officers are taking a zero 
tolerance approach. 

Barry Island Neighbourhood Officer, Police 
Constable Nick Williams, said: “A Police Officer 
or a Police Community Support Officer (PCSO) 
has the power to confiscate and dispose of alcohol 
being consumed within any of the drinking exclu¬ 
sion zones in the Vale of Glamorgan. 

“If someone fails to comply with a request given 
by the Police Officer or a PCSO a fixed penalty 
notice of £50 can be issued and an Anti Social 
Behaviour referral submitted. Police Officers also 
have the power to arrest and charge, and report for 
summons where the penalty can be increased to 
£500. 

“Because Barry Island is a designated alcohol-

been working in partnership with British Transport 
Police to confiscate alcohol from anyone found to 
be in possession of it.” 

People in Barry can drink in restaurants and 
pubs, but not on the beach or streets. British 
Transport Police and South Wales Police officers 
will continue to check visitors to Barry Island 
arriving by train, bus and car and if they are found 
to have alcohol, it may be confiscated. 

High visibility patrols will continue throughout 
the coming months and will be heightened during 
holiday periods and weekends. 

Local Policing Inspector Chris Owen said: “I am 
reminding visitors to the area from all over south 
Wales, that Barry Island is a popular family orient¬ 
ed resort and we welcome anyone who comes here 
to enjoy themselves in a reasonable and law abid¬ 
ing manner. 

“We are again appealing to parents, not only in 
Barry, but from the valleys communities who come 
to visit the Island, to check where their children are 
going and whether they are carrying alcohol with 
them.

Blue weighted 
recycling bags 
are now on sale 

RECYCLING in the Civic Office, Barry, or 
Vale continues to get the Alps Depot, Wenvoe, 


even easier, as the 
Vale Council intro¬ 
duces an alternative 
recycling container 
for residents. 

Now on sale at the 
council are blue co-min- 
gled recycling bags, 
costing just £1 each. 

They are made from the 
same material as the 
council’s green reusable 
garden waste recycling 
bags. 

The Vale Council’s 
director of visible and 
housing services. Miles 
Punter, explained: 

“Each blue bag has a 
500g weight sewn into 
the base, intended to 
minimise the instances of 
bags being blown away 
in windy weather. 

“The recycling bags 
also have Velcro-secured 
lid seals, helping to con¬ 
tain residents ’ recycliing 
when placed out on col¬ 
lection days. ’’ 

The 60-litre capacity 
bag folds neatly away 
when it’s not in use, and 
can be used to contain 
paper, glass, cans, card, 
plastic, drained 
aerosols, clean foil and 
cartons such as 
Tetrapak. This allows 
users to continue to 
divert even more materi¬ 
al from landfill sites. 

Coun Rob Curtis, 
cabinet member for the 
environment and visible 
services, said: “While 
some residents remain 
very happy with using a 
recycling box, there are 
some who have 
expressed an interest in 
using an alternative con¬ 
tainer. 

“We are delighted 
that blue co-mingling 
recycling bags are now 
on sale at the value 
price of£l. 

“Residents are wel¬ 
come to write their 
names and/or addresses 
on their bags, to better 
ensure they are returned 
once emptied by recy¬ 
cling crews. ’’ 

“By offering choice, 
with a different contain¬ 
er on sale, we hope that 
even more residents will 
recycle a larger amount 
of materials, with 
greater frequency. ’’ 

The sturdy new recy¬ 
cling bags are immedi¬ 
ately available from the

I’ve now learned to 
accept what I can and 
can’t do. I’m not going 
to be a Julie Andrews 
who can sing every¬ 
thing, but I’ve learnt to 
sing things that I never 
thought I could.

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The role of a 
US combat 
cameraman 


THE Americans 
are coming - and 
you can join them 
at the Wartime 
Weekend on Barry 
Waterfront and 
Barry Island 
Station on 
Saturday and 
Sunday, June 16- 
17. 

The events run from 
10am-5pm on Saturday 
and 10am-4pm on 
Sunday. 

Most people think of 
the combat soldier or 
the fighter pilot when 
they think of the war, 
but for local photogra¬ 
pher Ade Pitman it’s the 
people who captured the 
images and sounds of 
the war that fascinates, 
and that’s why he por¬ 
trays the role of a com¬ 
bat cameraman. 

Although the first 
images of battle were 
captured on glass plates 
during the American 
Civil War, the Second 
World War became the 
first war to be exten¬ 
sively recorded by the 
media. 

With no televisions at 
the time, radio broad¬ 
casts were recorded dur¬ 
ing the battles and even 
from aircraft during 
bombing raids. 

As the people who 
captured this history 
themselves fade into 
memory, these images 
and broadcasts bear tes¬ 
tament to the Second 
World War and histori¬ 
ans the world over owe 
a debt of gratitude to the 
bravery of these combat 
cameramen. 

Ade commented: “I 
started re-enacting the 
role of a combat cam¬ 
eraman to combine my 
love of photography 
with an interest in the 
history of the Second 
World War. 

“In doing this, I try to 
ensure that these brave 
men and women are 
remembered, including 
those photographers and 
cameramen who are cur¬ 
rently capturing the 
images of the frontline

that we see on today’s 
news. 

“You can become 
detached from your sur¬ 
roundings when viewing 
them through a lens, 
which during battle re¬ 
enactments can be dan¬ 
gerous. 

“But for the real com¬ 
bat cameraman it can be 
fatal, as Joseph Longo, 
founder of the 
International Combat 
Camera Association, 
says: ‘The brave ones 
shoot bullets; the crazy 
ones shoot film’. 

“During the war 
years, photographic film 
and developing facilities 
were almost impossible 
for most people to get 
hold of, but the Barry 
papers of the day show 
that US Servicemen 
were still able to take 
photographs; very often 
of their weddings to 
local girls.” 

As part of the Barry 
at War group’s project to 
record the Vale’s 
wartime history, the 
group would be interest¬ 
ed to see and make 
copies of any of these 
wartime photos. 

The official photogra¬ 
pher for the Wartime 
Weekend, Ade Pitman, 
will be in action 
throughout the event, 
and the photos can be 
seen and purchased 
from his website:

SCOTT’S SCI-FI 
IN SCALE, 

on everything else! 


EPIC 

but weak 

W HEN 
Ridley 
Scott 

declared he was 
returning to the 
science-fiction 
genre, fans’ hopes 
of it being linked to 
the Alien franchise 
were seemingly 
dashed, when Scott 
claimed there was 
no link between his 
new film and the 
series. 

Scott must be a terri¬ 
bly good poker player 
as, further down the 
line, he backtracked and 
told how Prometheus 
would be a prequel ‘of 
sorts’ to Alien, leaving 
fans rabidly eager to 
sample Scott’s sci-fi 
skill set once again. 

Set in the future, it 
sees scientists Elizabeth 
and Charlie (Noomi 
Rapace and Logan 
Marshall Green) lead an 
expedition into the fur¬ 
thest reaches of space, 
having discovered clues 
to the origins of 
mankind. 

Alongside a ragtag 
mob, including the likes 
of Idris Elba, Charlize 
Theron and Rafe Spall, 
the scientists’ discover¬ 
ies put the future of 
mankind at risk as they 
stumble across some¬ 
thing incredibly danger¬ 
ous... 

30 years after he 
wrote the rulebook on 
sci-fi horror with Alien, 
Ridley Scott has mor¬ 
phed into a director of 
epic proportions - the 
likes of Gladiator, 

Black Hawk Down and 
Kingdom of Heaven all 
offering spectacle in 
excess. So his return to 
the genre that kick start¬ 
ed his career has been 
met with the sort of fer¬ 
vour rarely seen in 
these days of block¬ 
busters. 

Prometheus, howev¬ 
er, is a film that cleaves 
very closely to the rules 
Scott helped create, and 
while it looks unbeliev¬ 
ably beautiful and, at 
times, wonderfully dan¬ 
gerous, is let down by a

poor script and some 
less than impressive 
performances. 

Scott’s visual sense is 
keenly felt here, the 
opening shots absolute¬ 
ly gorgeous as we soar 
through mountains and 
rivers, and he maintains 
this level of spectacle 
throughout. 

The film is shot 
beautifully, the comput¬ 
er graphics seamlessly 
incorporated into the 
mix delivering plenty of 
bang for your buck - 
while even the much- 
maligned 3D comes out 
OK; with even the dark¬ 
est of scenes lit well 
enough to allow for the 
3D glasses’ automatic 
darkening not to be too 
much of a hindrance. 

Scott and his director 
of photography Dariusz 
Wolski are on fine form 
throughout, but despite 
the gorgeous visuals, 
elsewhere there is not 
so much to praise. 

When the film was 
announced, co-writer 
Damon Lindelof 
claimed it was a “.. .far 
cry from Alien'" - which 
is fair enough, although 
the fact that he and Jon 
Spaihts have seemingly 
used the template of 


that film show it isn’t 
that far away. In places, 
it feels like a tick-the- 
box script with large 
elements of foreshad¬ 
owing being delivered 
in a less then subtle 
way. 

The dialogue is also 
weak, further hamper¬ 
ing actors who are far 
better than the perform¬ 
ances they offer here. 

Noomi Rapace lands 
the strong female role, 
but sadly isn’t up to the 
task, the actress deliver¬ 
ing a physically com¬ 
mitted but slightly 
wooden turn, while the 
likes of Logan Marshall 
Green, Idris Elba and 
Sean Harris are all 
caught up playing 
archetypes that don’t 
develop. 

While Charlize 
Theron is solid, but 
with very little to do, 
the best turn on show 
falls to Michael 
Eassbender’s android, 
who brings a detach¬ 
ment, but with an 
underlying hint of 
malevolence, that 
makes him a wildcard, 
never knowing what 
he’s going to do next. 

If more components 
had been up to the stan¬ 
dard of Eassbender’s 
performance then 
Prometheus would have 
been quite the specta¬ 
cle; however, as it is, 
the film is simply a 
pleasing return to a 
familiar world that 
works better as nostal¬ 
gia than as a new cine¬ 
matic adventure. 
VERDICT - Rich in 
scale and grandiose 
ambition, Ridley Scott’s 
return to sci-fi is a wel¬ 
come one, but 
Prometheus' failure to 
incorporate strong per¬ 
formances or script 
mean that this a gor¬ 
geous looking film with 
little under the bonnet 
dressed as up as some¬ 
thing deep and mean¬ 
ingful. Average.

MOTORING with TIM SAUNDERS 

308 bridges gap between 
estate and people carrier 



Y ou don’t 
want a peo¬ 
ple carrier 
and prefer an 
estate, yet need 
more seats and 
practicality? 

Then the new Peugeot 
308S W might just be of 
interest. With its third 
row of seats it can trans¬ 
port seven people in 
comfort. When there 
aren’t that many passen¬ 
gers, the capacious boot 
will fit most loads. 

A wise use of space 
makes for great versatili¬ 
ty in a car that could 
also be considered a bit 
of a sports utility vehi¬ 
cle, without that extra 
ride height of course. 

Inside, you get treated 
to a panoramic glass 
roof that pretty much 
stretches the length of 
the vehicle. This makes 
the cabin feel light, airy 
and spacious. 

If shade from the sun 
is required then an elec¬ 
tric blind cures the prob¬ 
lem. Rear passengers get 
privacy glass and door 
mounted blinds as well 
as neat folding trays on 
the back of the seats. 

Comfort and practi¬ 
cality are provided by 
the leather seats and the 
driver benefits from 
theirs being electrically 
adjustable. 

The centre armrest is 
also adjustable, which is 
appreciated on long jour¬ 
neys as is the foot rest 


for the driver’s left foot. 

You can’t fault the 
driving position and the 
responsive 1.6-litre 
diesel engine is frugal, 
helped by the smooth 
and quiet automatic stop 
start. 

I like the traditional 
handbrake, which I 
always feel gives the 
driver much more con¬ 
trol than a single switch 
that so many manufac¬ 
turers seem to prefer to 
use these days. 

Its six-speed box is 
decisive if a little clunky 
and noisy when selecting 
a gear, but then this adds 
to the car’s character. 

Cruise control only 
operates in fourth gear 
and above, which means 
you can’t use this func¬ 
tion at lower speeds. 

Externally the new 


308 has received an 
injection of modernity at 
its front, giving greater 
impact (compared to the 
original model). The test 
car was finished in white 
and this added to the 
overall appeal. 

Wing mirrors reminis¬ 
cent of droopy dog’s 
ears,automatically fold 
when the car is locked. 

Parkers, the car 
experts, say: ''The 
308SW may look like an 
ordinary family estate, 
but it has a trick up its 
sleeve that makes it one 
of a kind - an extra row 
of seats in the back. 

“While there are plen¬ 
ty of people carriers and 
4x4s able to transport 
seven passengers there 
are few manufacturers 
that offer so many seats 
in a vehicle of this size, 


so the 308SW has obvi¬ 
ous attractions. 

“As a result, it’s a 
great family car. It’s not 
exciting to drive but with 
a wellfinished cabin 
and smooth ride, it’s a 
comfortable and safe 
choice.” 

The 308 SW has 
quickly become a mem¬ 
ber of the family, like 
your favourite pet, and it 
is certainly a good alter¬ 
native to a people 
mover.

T en minutes into an emotion- [j 

charged farewell to two retiring 
Welsh greats at Cardiff’s 1 

Millennium Stadium on Saturday, a 
bright new star burst across the rugby 
horizon in the slight shape of 19-year- 
old Harry Robinson, who announced 
his arrival with a blistering try, racing 
half the length of the field with not a 
distinguished Barbarian hand laid on 
him. 

Already hailed as the natural successor to 
wing wizard Shane Williams (92 caps), who 
along with the other famous Williams - 
Martyn (celebrating his 100th cap), was mak¬ 
ing a final international how - the fleet-foot¬ 
ed, elusive youngster did enough on his dehut 
to justify the fulsome post-match plaudits 
that came his way. 

Caretaker head coach Robert Howley 
described him as “Wa/cs ’ new secret weapon’^ 
adding: ^^Harry is almost Shane-esque in the 
excitement he creates when he has the ball in 
hand”. 

The Barbarians’ coach, legendary All 
Black John Kirwan, who definitely knows a 
thing or two about wing play, said: “A //1 
could think of was, here we go again! Wales 
see one wing retire and have another already

waiting, to their credit.” 

For the animated crowd of 57,022, it was 
clearly an historic occasion to savour and cel¬ 
ebrate - from the moment the teams ran onto 
the field, led by Shane Williams, who was 
making his swan-song in the famous black 
and white hoops of the Baa-Baas invitational 
side. 

Everyone cheered him to the echo; likewise 
peerless openside Martyn Williams, who 
finally joined the exclusive 100-club when he 
came on as a substitute for Wales, underlin¬ 
ing the faintly surreal mood of a match in 
which nothing was ostensibly at stake. 

Moreover, most of the first choice Wales 
team were absent - already in Australia 
preparing for the first of three much sterner 
Tests against the Wallabies at Brisbane’s 
Suncorp Stadium on Saturday. 

Nevertheless, it soon became clear that this 
was not to be the usual sevens-like rugby 
throw-about in Cardiff and that both teams 
were approaching it with serious intent. 

For the star-studded, multi-racial Baabaas, 
of course, it was simply a matter of profes¬ 
sional pride after being humbled by England 
and scraping a one-point win over the Irish. 


For all but five of the 22 Welsh players, it 
transpired, the game was a realistic chance to 
stake their claim for a place in the later Tests 
Down Under (five players, including in-form 
Ospreys outside half Dan Biggar, had already 
been told that they would not be joining the 
squad in Australia). 

For Howley and the rest of the Welsh man¬ 
agement, on this occasion the result - rather 
than performance - was key: “Wc lost our 
way in the middle of the game - but we showed 
character and guts - and winning helps the 
momentum for Australia,” he said candidly. 

His relief was understandable, for after 
rushing into a 13-0 lead through Robinson’s 
corner try, converted by James Hook, who 
also kicked two penalties, the Welsh defence 
came under sustained and severe pressure. 

It saw All Black pivot Stephen Donald con¬ 
vert his own try and the Barbarians’ pack 
twice being denied on the line, resulting in 
Welsh prop Rhys Gill being shown the yellow 
card by referee Alain Rolland (he of RWC 
semi-final infamy!) 

Two minutes before the interval, and still 
encsconced on the Welsh line, the Baa-Baas 
clawed their way to a 14-13 lead when Blues 


scrumhalf Richie Rees darted through the 
melee for their second try, converted by 
Donald. 

Shortly after the changeover, Hook missed 
a penalty, but almost immediately made 
amends to regain a two-point lead, which was 
promptly wiped out by Donald’s second 
touchdown on the hour, which he easily con¬ 
verted, to make it 21-16 in Baa-Baas’ favour. 

Hook then showed typical vision and flair 
to bamboozle the defence and convert the try 
that put Wales once more in the lead at 23- 
21 . 

Almost on full-time, inimitable Shane 
Williams tried to spark a last-ditch attack, 
but the move broke down as the man wearing 
his old Noll shirt, Aled Brew, intercepted a 
stray pass in midfield and jubilantly romped 
over for a try, again converted by Hook, and 
a final score of Wales 30, Barbarians 21. 

So now all eyes turn to the first Test Down 
Under this weekend, as the Welsh tourists bid 
to claim a rare Tri-Nations scalp - or three! - 
in their own backyard (Scotland pointed the 
way with their shock 9-6 win on Thesday). 

The task is formidable and history may be 
against them, but the growing maturity and 
confidence of this fast-improving young side 
this time gives real cause for optimism. 

One thing for sure is that the whole of Wales 
will be cheering them on. ^
